sary to afflict you “for a time, 
before admitting you into the 


company of the angels?” 
The people of the world 


eould not be grouped into two 
classes, that of the extremely 
good and that of the extremely) 
bad.

If the 
extremely good receive Heaven 
at once and the extremely bad, 
hell, what, think you, should be 
the first experience after death

ings. ‘Too many Catholics are 
hot practical enough in apply- 


ing the teachings of Faith. [It 
oiten happens that when a 
death occurs in the family on 


Friday or Saturday members 
do not even go to Mass on Sun- 
day, believing that they are ex- 
cused because of their grief and 
because of the attention they 
Would attract. But how about 
the spiritual help of which they 
eprive the departed member 
oI their family by not going to 
ass and offering it up for his 
or her soul? One Mass may be 
sufficient to release the sou! of 
your loved one from Purgatory, 
and, therefere, immediately fol- 
lowing his or her death you 
should communicate with your 
Pastor or some other priest to 
have him say his Mass the very 
hext morning for the one who 
has just died. 
Since many people die after a 
father careless life, and often- 
mes without the opportunity 
hroperly dispose themselves 
meet their Judge, it is evi- 
dent that many must remain in 
urgatery a long time. The 
very fact that the Church en- 
‘ourages anniversary Masses

Chicago Eucharistic 
Congress Film Meets 
Obstacle in England 


London.—An objection to the po- 
| lice as eensors of the Chicago Eucha- 
lristic Congress film was made at the 
Wallsend Borough Police Court this 
week when Alan Walshe sought per- 
'mission to show the film in a public 
‘cinema on a Sunday. 

The magistrates granted permission 
‘with the usual proviso that the pro- 
igram should be submitted to the po- 
lice superintendent. Mr. Walshe 
‘ected to the proviso on the ground 
that it was.infra dig. for the Church 
ito submit to the judgment of the po- 
lice in such a matter. The magis- 
trates. however, decided that the po- 
lice should have the usual authority. 

Friendly overtures on the part of 
the Free Church people in Bourne- 
mouth have led Father Baines, S.J., 
to withdraw his application to the 
magistrates to show the same film 
on a Sunday. The Free Churches did 
not object to the film, but feared that 
if the application were granted it 
would result in a general opening of 
cinemas on Sundays.

Msgr. Gonzales Y Valencia, Now in Rome, Issues 


Pastoral Branding As False the Rumors 
Of Compromise With Government.
